infiruments Tents pertaining to Mechavicall Trades, as Arma Ruſticorum, Raſtra, Ligo. 
Mechamcall. mes, & hujufſmodi. Allo 4rmaCoquinaria, lebes, pateRli, tripzs, olla, exc. And 
Yirg. eAnerd,s. ſpeaking of the neceſlaries pertaining to ſhipping, ſaith, 
Colligere arma jubet, wvalidiſque incumbere remts. 
"EINEBgPs - Sometimesit 1s taken forall ſorts of warlike inſtruments ; and inthis ſenſe 
Miluwcy. doth Doctor Caf take it, ſaying, At hominibws ar ma indufitia finxit, ey que 
finx1t, ut protmperio rations ex wteretur, But this word Arma here meantis 
nct underſtood inany of theſe fignifications, but muſt be taken in a mera. 
phoricall ſenſe, for thar they doe aſſume a borrowed name (by way of figure 
called eMetonymia ſubjei ) from the Shields, Targets, Banners, Military 
Caffockes, and other Marriall Inftruments, whereupon they were ingra- 
ven, emboſſed, embrodered or depicted : which kindes of furnitures and ha- 
biliments are peculiar unto martiall men and profeſſed ſouldiers, to whom 
onely it pertaineth to beare Armour ; which even at this day we doe uſually 
call by the name of 4rmes. And of them in proceſle of time did theſe en- 
ones or markes receive their denomination,and were called Arma, in En. 
oliſh Armes, as Abra. Fra. noteth, ſaying, Arm appellantur, quodolim ſolis 
militibus data fnerunt, qui arma gerere ſolent, Nam cum ifta fit gloria army, ut 
inſtrumentis comparata placuit ipſam, quoque mercedem arma apellaye. 

Clandins Fauchct (aith, that Armes haye their appe//ation or denomination, 
becauſe M:{;tzry-men baretheir devices, or Inventions depited upon their 
Coat- Armours, and inand upon their ſhields : Cl1ndias F aucher,

givenin time of hoſtility, or of Civil! Tumults, by Capraines to their Soul- 
diers, or by the authors of Rebellion totheir pernitious aſſociates and confe. 
deratcs, for diſtinguiſhing of particular perſons, as well among themſelves, 
as from their Enemies ; for the better avoiding of ſuch inconveniencies { as 
I ſhall preſently ſhew when I come to ſpeake of them,anduſe of .1rmes.) 

Theſe Armoriall notes { ſo much inuſe with usat this day ) are oftentimes 
called 1nſi2nia, which name, as A/dronandus ſuppoſeth, proceeded of the 
barrenneſle of the Latine tongue, his wordsare theſe, Infignium nomen ex 
lingue Latine videtur fluxiſſe inopia; & certe vix alium vocabulum hnc mazis 
quadrat quod hec precipue virtutu & gentilitatts five nota jive figuum ſit, 

How farthe extent of this word 1»{{2n1a, or Enſigxes, doth dilate it felfe, 
we may perceive by this, that it compriſeth generally all Signes, Markes, 
and Tokens of honour, due to well deſerving perſons, either in reſpect of 
their Governement, Learning, Wiledome, Magnanimity, &c. Theſe al- 
beitthey have no governement annexed to them, yet have they inthem 
much honour, and eftimation, as were thoſe Pontificall Ornaments, and 
Enſignes, wherewith Simeon the high prieit was adorned and furniſhed 
at ſuch time as hee wentro meete Alexander, by meanes whereof his fury 
waSappeaſcd. Inthelike ſort did Pope Leoattire himſelfe whenhee wentto 
meete Atty/iatheSythian rrince; who having ſubdued the Country of Hux. 
gary, and deſtroyed Aquileiain 7taly, came forwardsto Rome with like intent. 
So alſo did Pope Bexeditt mitigatethe tury of To#ila, as if there lurked ſome 
ſecret force and majeſtic inthe very Otnaments and Enſignes. 

Of the number of theſe Enfignes, are thoſe notes, markes, and ſhapes 
of Azimals, that martiallmen uſed to adornethe Creſis of their Helmets, 
withall to make themſelves more eminentinthe field : and to the end there 
might be better notice taken of their valorous ations when they encounte- 
red their enemies in Ratrell : or ſhould draw on their forces to fight. 
W hereof we ſhall have cauſe to ſpeake hereafter in place more convenient 
when we ſhall cometo treate of them particularly. | 

he adorning of Shields 


Theuſe of theſe was yet extended farther than t 
and Helmets onely : For Ships alſo and other Navigable veſlells, were alſo 


arniſhed and beautified in their fore-decks, yea, and that in very ancient 
time, for the diſtinguiſhing of one ſhip from another ; as wee may ſee, As 
28.11. Where Pas! ſaith, hee went ina Ship whoſe badge was Caftor and 
Pollux.” Alſothe fore-decke of Europathat was carried away, had a forme 
ofa Bull painted thereon, which gave occaſtonto the Fable : That a Bu/! had 
ſtollenaway E#rope. Neither did the Ancients oncly uſc this, but it hath 
beenea received cuſtome inall Ages fithence, and yer continued with us un- 
tothis day. Hereof it commeth that wee give the Shippes the names of 
the things that are depied upon them, as the Bull, Beare, Lyon, Tygar,&c. 
C4rmesthenasthey archere meant, according to their originall and firſt 
uſe, may be thus defined : LArmes aretokens or reſemblances ſignifying 
ſome a&orqualitie ofthe Bearer. Orthus, Theſe Signes called 4rmes are 
nothing elſe but Demonſtrations and Teſtimonies of Nobility and of Worthy 
prowesfull cxploits performed-in Marſhall ſervices, eſpecially if they be 
ancient, and beſtowed by a Noble and renowned Price : And thisis accor= 


ding totheir uſe in the time of Alcx andey the Great, and (ince untill of later

times: Buraccording to their moderne (| meanecſince the time of Charles 
ps ” the fourth )and preſent uſe, Armes may be ſaid to be Hicroplyphicall, or E- 
oY nigmaticall Symboles or Signcs,teſtifying and demonſtrating the Nobility or 
Gentry, acquired by the vertue and good ſervice pertormed by their Bearer 
'or ſome of his Anceſtors, either in martiall exploits abroad; or by their 
learning and wiſedome which they attained to, by ſpending their bodies 
and fpirits in continuall ſtudy, romake themſelves fit for the patronage and 
defence of the weale publike at home. 
How great the dignity ard eſtimation of Armes ever hath beene, and yet 
is, we may caſtly conceive by this, that they doe delight the bzholders, and 
. greatly grace and beautific theplaces whercin they are erected ; fo alſo 
they doe occafion their ſpectators; to make ſerious inquiſition, whoſe they 
arc, whoisthe owner of the houſe whereinthey are ſetup, of what fami- 
ly their Bearer is deſcended ; and who were his next, and whois his remote 
parents or anceſtors. 
no Itis very probable that theſe Siz»es, which we call A rmes, at this day, 
natcemen*,,. NowſOever in former Ages they have beene named ( whether Emblemes or 
minde. Piftnres, graven, painted or emboſled, or notes repreſenting ſome ſecret or 
hidden Myſtery z as Hieroglyphicks, or Enigmaticall, or hidden concepts} 
they were externall notes of the inward diſpoſition ofthe minde, manifeſt- 
ing in ſome ſort the naturall qualities of their Bearers, yerſo as they were 
hidden from the vulgar fort, and knowne to the judici ous, onely experi- 
mented inthe knowledge of the naturall vertues and diſpoſitions of bodzes 
Celetiall, of Animals and of Y egetables, Fc. 


Armes ads Theſe intheir beginning and firſt inſtitution, were not beſtowed upsn 
tracts ot Na- yulgar perſons, neither were their intendments firted for common capacity, 
_ but ſuch as were extracted out of the bowels,and very intrals of nature, and 

were neither obſcure to the Learned, nor over-familiar to the common ſort. 
Their confor= => Betweene Armes aud Names there isa certaine conformitie, {othat as it 
mi:yvich js a thing unlawfull for a man ( but upon great occaſion) tochange his 


names, 


name ; Sic neque arms (faith Chaſſan.) mutare licet, nifi magna honorifica 
cauſa acceſſerit z and another ſaith, A nominibus ad arma bonum deducitur Ar- 
gumentum. | 

Thereare ſometimes Armes borne that may ſeeme to have beene devi- 
{ed (in their firſt inſtitution) according tothe Sirnames of the Bearers, as 2 

| Beare for Yr(onne, three Caſtles for Caſt {cton, three Conies for Conesby, 
&c. Whither theſe be either better or more ancient than other Armes, it 
is a queſtion of more difficulty to be refolved, than commodious if it were 
knowne, | 

If there were twodiſtin families of one Sirname, yet bearing ſeverall 
Coate-Armours, it is noconiequence that theyare originally iſſued from 
the ſame Anceſtors; for their agreement of their Sirnames may be ſaid to be 
a probability, bur yet itisno proofe that they are both extracted from the 
ſame Anceſtors, unleſle there be withall a reſemblance of their Coate-Ar- 
mours, which are the exprefſe notes of diſtinction. 

Incaſe where there aretwo families, diverſe in name, and iſſued from 
ſeverall parents, and both of them doe beare one and the ſelfeſame Coate- 
Armour, and the name of one of them is agreeable to the — 
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and the other diſſonant from the ſame ; The ſame being in queſtion to whe- 
ther of them this Coate doth properly appertaine ; it may be probably con- 
jectured, that hee is intercfſed in the Coate-Armout whoſe appellationis a- 
greeable therewith ; rather than his, whoſe name hath no conformity with 
ic. For names werc inſtitnted for differencing of cach perſonfrom other ſe- 
verally, according tothe ſaying, Sicut nomina inventa ſunt ad cognoſcendes 
homines : Ita Arma & inſizniaad recognoſcendam bomines ſunt inventa, 

Ifrwo men of ſcvcrall families ſhall beare one Coate-Armour,and have 
their abode in one Country or Territoric;, and oneof them can produce no 
more proofe, why hee dotharrogate the proprietie thereof, than the otter 
can : In ſuchcaſe the cauſe ſhall be queſtioned before the Soveraigne, or be- 
fore {ſuch as doe from himderive their authority, for the hearing, examining 
and determining caſes of this nature 2 Otherwiſe, if cither of them can 
prove that his Anceſtors received the ſame of the Kings gift, as a xemunera- 
tion for ſervice done, the Armes ſhall be adjudged tobe his. 


Alſothere is betweentheſe Armes and their Bearcrs,a kind of Sympathy or

the curſed ſonne of Noah, called ofthe Geptiles lanws, being 


father, was conſtrained to ſecke ſome remote place wherein he might ſcttle 
himſelfe, his children, and people : for which purpoſe he aſſembled a great 
army, and appointed Hercules his eldeft ſonne Captaine, And in this ſo 
ancient an expedition of warres, as well 0ſyr& himſelte as Hercsles, Macedon 
and Anubs his ſons, and others, did paint certaine Szgnes upon their ſhields, 
bucklers, and other weapons ; which ſ1gnes were after called 4rmes:; Asfor 
example Oſyrs beare a Scepter royall, inſfigned onthetop with an Eye: Her- 
els, a Lyon rampant holding a Battle-axe : Macedona Wolte,and Anubis a 
Dogge. And we finde in Homer and in Yirgi/,that the Heroes had their fignes, 
or markes, whereby their perſons werediltinctly knowne, and diſcerned in 
Battaile, as well as their K:n2z5s and commons had their publike Enſignes : For 
the Athenians barcthe Owle , The Perſians, an Ancher or Sagitary ſtamped in 
their coynes: The Romans barc an Eagle, Minotaure and ſundry other ſhapes, 
which (according to Pliny)they barein Battell unto the time of Mariw, who 
bare in his Enfigne an Eagle, Argent, figured and emboſled, Ss ane haute lon- 
2#e, as may be ſecnein Ancicnt Medals, and chictely in which is tound this 
word, A4llocutio. 

Paulus Emilins ſaith, thatancicntly the French Xinzs did beare, Argent, 


myſtery doe hold, becauſe of Colonr upon Colony. 
W hence they received thoſe eArmesit is not certaincly knowne, unkeſſe 


they had them from the Romances. 


But their opinion is more probable who by the 5/az07 of the Shield of 
France,

the blefſed Tents of Shemand Japber ; by reaſon ofthe curſe fallen upon his 4;..os

there Diadems, Gules. Others ſay, they beare three Toades,Sable, ina EL; Haba 
Verr, alias Sinopſe, which cannot be good 4rmory, asthe Maſters of that French Kings, 
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Prance, would ſhew that the firſt Frankes conſiſt of Sicur'bri (a people 
of Germany, inhabiting the Marches of Frizeland, towards Holland, Zeland 
ard Gelder/and) gave untothem, A=wre,which reſcmbleth the water (which 
being calme repreſenteth rhe colour of the Heavens ) and therein three 
flower de Lis, Or, whichdoe grow plentitully in thoſe Marches, and doe 


flouriſh in May, and une. 
Others affirme, that the ſame was ſent by an Azge// trom Heaven to Clo, 


the firſt Chriſtian King of . France, J 

But Grezory of Towers in his Hiſtory mentioned no ſuch thing, neither 
doth it appearc that they beare thoſe Armes before the time of King Pipprne, 
but afcer the time of Lews LeGroſſe - at which timeit ſeemeth that Armo- 
ries beganne to become hereditarie, and were transferred from Father to 
Sorne in cach family. | 

In the firſt aſſumption of theſe Signes, every wan did take to himſclfe 
ſome ſuch Beaſt, Bird, Fiſh, Serpent, or other creature as he thought beſt fit- 
ting his eſtate, or whoſe nature and qualitie did in ſome fort quadrate with 
his owne, or whereunto himſclfe was in ſome reſpetin quality like or 
wiſhed to be reſembled unto. Ex it quis quiſque maxime delettatur qualts 
etiam ſit ipſe cognoſcitsr, The reaſon is, forthatno man is delighted but with 
things that are like himſelfe. Therefore wherein any manis ſpecially de- 
lighred, himſelfe alſo is found tobeinqualitic much like unto them, 

Zanchins de immortalitate Animarum 133. Whercof it commeth that our 
ſoules albeit they are natorally delighted with things that pleaſe, and delight 
the Extcrnall ſenſ. s, yet ſhall we findethat by how much the minde is more 
generous and Noble, by ſo much the1nore doth it apprehend a more ſolide 
delight in things pertaining tothe inwatd faculties, than in ſuch as pertaine 
ro the exterior ſenſes, As we may ſeein thoſe eArts wherein the Phantaſie 
is chiefely exerciſed : whereby they receive a greater contentment of things 
pcrtaining to the minde, that is to ſay, as well Morall, as Narurall, and S#- 
pernaturall philoſpchy. For like as our exterior ſenſes are delighted with cor. 
porall, and corruptible things ; ſo in like manner arc our minds affeted 
ro things Spiritnall and eternall, and are wonderfully delighted in them by 
reaſon of the Sympathy of their natorall qualities. $:m1l:tuao non currit qua- 


tuor pedibus {ut aiunt inScholis) Many things may be like, yer nothing like in 


all points or reſpects.” - 
As their inſtitution is not new, bur very ancient, derived almoſt from the 


beginning ofthe world ; ſo theirule was not limitted, or reſtrained to ſome 
few particular Nations, Kingdomes and Countries, but moſt largely ſpread 
all the World over, in ſo much, as there is no Nation, Country or people, 
ſo ſavage or barbarous, but that they have their particular Signes, whereby 
they may particularly and diſtintly be knowne and diſcerned from others, 
AsSin Example. iS II

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And Plutarch in the life of Mariwe ſaith, that the Cymbrians, a people in Ancienty | 
 habiting the partsof Deamarke, Norway, and the £4/maynes, which in thoſe opment and 
dayes were cruel], and barbarous, nevertheleſſe had their $heilds adorned T arges. 
with the formes and ſhapes of ſavage and cruell beaſts, as alſortheir Targets, 

and other Military infiruments ſured accordingly, and that in ſuch multi- 

tudes, and inſuch glorious and gliſtcring manner, that they dazeled the eyes 

of the beholders. 

Neither were theſe Signes peculiarly reſtrained unto Nations, Countries, , .. —_ 
and Provinces, butthey were ſo-univerſall, asthat there were no Tribe, par- rally ulcd 
ticular parſonor family, but had their Armoriall Signes, or Notes, whereby ef rave mag 
they were not onely diſtintly knowne, and diſcerned from other forraine 
Tribes and Families,but alſo apparantly diſcerned (amongſt themſelves) one 
from another, by meanes of interpoſition of ſome minute or ſmall differen- 
ces, which after-commers were forced to deviſe for the preſervation of 
Common peace and unity, whenthe multitude of Bearers ( through long 
tract of time)encreaſed exceſſively. 

Achilles had his Shield beautifully adorned with great varictie of things .,.,,. 
Celciiall, as the motion ofthe S#nxe, Moone, Staryres, Planets, and other the 1y adorned. © 
Celeſtiall Spheres, the Situationof the Far#, and the adjacent 1/ands, the 
$eaes, with the ebbing and flowing thereof, 8c. whereof (hall have better 
occaſion offered toſpeake more at large hereafter. Allo Amphiaraw(as Pin- 
darus the Theban Poet affirmeth ) in hisexpedition to Thebes, barcin his 
Shield, a Painted Dragon. Capanews one of the ſeven Captaines that beſteged 
Thebes, barethe manifold headed Hydra, 'that Herrules fought withall, as 
Statizs the Neapolitan Poet reporteth. Polynicesa Sphynx. Agamemnon inthe 
Trojan Warres bare in his $held a Lyon, with this Epizram, Terror hic eſt ho- 
minum, & qui hunc gerit ct Agamemnon. 

Y lyſſes barea Dolphine, and a Typhon breathing out flames of fire : Perſers |.,Q produdti- 
Meduſaes head: Antiochwa Lyon, with a white'wand:Theſeus an Oxe: Seleucus on of Armes 
a Bull: 1uzuſtus a Sphynx,with infinite others which IÞurpoſcly overpaſſe, 77%" 55 
Theſe fignes or rokens were in their firſt production rough-hewen, 

(as I may terme them) and rude, asalſo thoſe other notes or ſignes that wee 
now call Barges or Cognizances : ſoas they may be ſaid ro have beene rather 

ainted Emblemes, than exquifite tokens of honour, or abſolute ſignes or 
Ladine : inthe time of their firſt Inſtitution they received divers denomi- 
nations, As Signes, Enſignes, Tokens, Markes,Cognizances,c. Butwhen in SPY 
after-Ages, they had beene poliſhed and refined,then were theſe Tokens or ,,;naions of 
Signes, that had beene formerly (after a rude faſhion) handled together, armes. 
more carefully diſtinguiſhed, ſoas thoſe whichwee now call Crefts or Cog- 
nizances, worre upon the helmets of Military perſons inthe field, were 
diſtintly knowne from thoſe that were borne 1n the Shields and Targets, 
which wee now call .1rmes in Engliſh, and in Latine 474. Men of ancienc 
times deviſed, and invented many things ingenioufly,and with great care and 
conſideration, but finiſhed ghem not, butrecommended them to poſteritic, 
to be by them brought to ferfedtion, According tothat ſaying,Invenit anti- 
quitas,poſteri perfecerunt,newher doth this derogate ought from the _—_ 
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ſome concer- 
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and Induſtry of the Anciem, neither is this any indignitic unto them ; Nox 

erubeſcat antiquitas (ſaith Chaſſanews)ſi quid melixe hotii que ipſa traarait, No- 

vitas adinvent : for nothing is deviſed and perfeRedat aninſtant, but it is 

continuance of time, and much labour and induſtry thatbrings it ro perfe- 
Ron. 

Theſe Signes, Harkes, Notes, Enſignes, or whatlocyer elſe you pleaſeto 
name them, are not all of one fort, tor ſome of them may be applicd to 
peacc,and others to military uſes and of each of theſe there are diyerſc kinds 
or ſorts. For ſome ofthem are expreſſc notes of goyernem: ne and authori- 
tie or juriſdiftion, others have no authority at all annexcd tothem. 

Like as there is an abſolute authoritie or juriſdiction royall, free from all 
limitation, and another ſaid to be a mixt governement; yca, ard that as well 
in civill policy, as in Ecclefpefticall juriſdi#ion: ſoarcallothe cnlignes ſeve- 
rall,as well thoſe that pertaine to the Citie, or Common-wealth, as alſo 
thoſe that belong to Eccleſia#icall governement. 

Thoſe Exſiznes that are remote or exempted from governement and 
authoritie are diverſe, according to the diverfitic of conceipts of the firſt in- 
ſtitutors or deviſers ofthem. For ſome of them are in manner Vulgar, and 
Common, and ſuch as may fall rothe lot of a perſon of meane condition - 
others againe of more ſubtile and deepe invention z exquilite, veautitull and 
honorable, and are remunerations or rewards of ſome noble exploits, of 
meere Divine wits, or of ſome rare or exccllent vertue, as a recompence of 
memorable and worthy deſerts, | 

I know ſome are of opinionthat theſe tokens or ſignes, which wee doe 
call Armes,wereutterly unknowne to the ancient Greekes and Romaxes ; and 


their memory not to be found withtheir Nations : They doe confteſſe that 


ante of © the Rowanes did make the ſame uſe of their Images that we doe at this day by 


our Armes, viz, toproduce them for teſtimomes of their generous race. 

Some other are of opinion, that they were excogiratedand brought in 
uſe by Charles the great and the Lowbards, and ſome againe doc ſuppolc, 
they began __ time of Fredericke Barbaroſſa, butthe contrary appearcth 
by Authenticall proofe, as I have even now ſhewed: well may their opi= 
nion ſtand with reaſon, thatdoe hold, that' the diſcipline of Armes in the 
raigne, (or rather)duringthe Imperiall governement of Theodeſuws, and in 
the time of Charles the Greet, was brought ro ſome kinde of perfeRion, and 
withall more gencrally propagated and diſperſed, according to that ſaying 
of Abra.Franc.Carolo potentiflimo Imperante has & diſtinitins explicata faiſſe, 
& frequentias uſurpata eluceſſit, 


The principall end for which theſe fagnes were firſt taken up, and put in 
uſe was, that they might ſerve for notes and markes to diſtinguiſh tribes, fa- 
milies and particular perfons, cach from other z but this was not their onely 
uſe, for that they ſerved alſotonotifie, to the ingenuous beholder of them, 
(after ſome fort) the narurall quality, and diſpoſition of their Bearers z and 
ſb behoovefull was this inventionthought to be, and theiruſc ſo reafonable, 
as that thry have beenenterrained of all ſucceeding poſteritics, among all na- 
tions, and continued (even tothis day ) without any immuration or alterati.

deviſed had-aturther uſe ; for they ſerved alſo fot the more commodions 
diſtribution of Nations, Tribes, and Families, into Regiments and Bands ; 
as alſo for aſſembling, conduQting, and governing of them in martiall expe. 
dition, and diftinguiſhing ( as 1 have ſhewed ) of particular perſons in wars, 
as well amongſt themſelves as from theirenemies ; becauſc it ofron fallerh 
out by reaſon ofthe likenefle of Armour and Weapons, of Diſcipline of 
Warre, and of Language and Voyce ( in defauk 6f ſuch fignes) rhat much 
treacheric is wrought, and many men after battell or skirmiſh doe make 
thcirretreate tothe es of the Enemie, to the danger of their ſarpriſe, 
or loſſe of life : Sothenitis cleere that this isone uſc of theſe Notes, or 
HM arkes of diſtinRion called CA rmes, that ifa man ſhall meete or encoumter 
ns, we doe forthwith diſcover by the note or arke that he bearcth, whether 
he be friend or enemie ; and for ſome of thoſe uſcs and ends which I have 
tormerly ſhewed, Theſe Armoriall Enſignes have received approbationin 
the higheſt degree; even from the mouth of God himſelfe (who, when hee 
preſcribed umo wes and Aaron a forme of ordering and conduRing the 
Iſraelites in their paſſage towardsthe Land ofthe promile did expreſly come 
mand the uſe of Armoriall ſignes, ſaying, Filij 1ſraels quiſquis jaxta wexil- 
lum ſaum cum fignu ſecundum domum AMajorum ſuorum caſtra habents : which 
order he required to be obſerved, not onely in the conduction of them in 


their jonrney, but alſo inthe pitching and raifiog of their Campe. 
In which precept wee may obſerve, that God maketh memtion of two 


ſorts of Enſignes ; the one generall, the other particular ; and that theſe lat- 
ter were no [cfſeneedfull thanthe former ; for the orderly governing and 
conduding ofſo huge and populous a multitude as the 1ſr4e/rtes were, in a 
journey ſo long, and withall ſubject to infinite dangers. The firſt ſort of 
theſe Enſignes, Godcalleth Yexilla, thatis toſay, Standards or Banners, 
which ſerved forthe conduQtion of their ſeverall Regiments. For the 1/7ae- 
lites confiſted of twelve Tribes which were divided into foure Regiments ; 
that is, to wit, three Tribes to cach Regiment,of which every one had a par- 
ticular Standard, | which asthey differcd in colour one from another, ſo did 
they doubrleſſe comprehend in them (everall and diſtin formes. 


Here may ariſe atwofold queſtion concerning theſe Sr4»dards before Quition. 


mentioned;the one, what colour each of them were? the other, what formes 
and ſhapes were depicted in them.

Of this nſec, Zyr4 upon the ſecond of Numbers ſaith, Yex- 
ia inperticss elevantur, wt ad eorum aſpettum bellatores dividar tur & unian- 
twr : Forlike asa Ship is guided inthe ſurging Seas by the Sterne or Ruther, 
evenſoarcthe Souldiers ordered intheir Marriall exploits by their $1andard 
or Enfienc. 

The other ſorts of Enſignes, God calleth Sig za ſecundum domum M ajorum 
ſuorum: whereby is meant (if I be nor deceived) the particular Exfigmsor 
Tokens of each particular Family, and of the particular perſons of cach Fa- 
mily. Forſo doe I underftand that expoſition of Lyra upon the ſame place, 
Sizna propria ſunt in veſtibus + ſcuts, quibus bellatores mutno ſe cognoſcant 
ſues ab Adverſarys diſtinguunt. ; 

But here we muſt put a difference betweene theſe words, eArma & Inſiz- 
n14,and we muſt ſeparate thoſe thingsthat are proper to 4 rmes from ſuch as 
pertaine to Enſignes. 

Armes therefore being taken in the largeſt ſenſe (as I have hitherto in 
this Diſcourſe uſed the word ) may bee ſaid to be cither. Publicke or Pri- 
vate. 

Suck arcſaid to be pablicke CH rmes,as have ſome Soveraigne Authority or 
Iuriſditon annexcd tothem, 

Of the firſt ſort are ſuch Armes as are borne by Emperonrs, Kinzs, and 
abſolute Princes, and free Eſtates, having Soveraigne authority and power 


- within their ſeverall Empires, and Xingdemes, and Territories. Theſe 


in propriety of ſpeech cannot be aptly ſaid ro be the 4rmes of their Stocke 
or Family, whereofthey are deſcended, but do rather repreſentthe nature of 
E»ſiznes, than of Armes,in regard of the publike authority ro them annexed ; 
Asalſo in reſpec that whoſoever ſhall ſucceed them in thoſe ſupreme go- 
vernements ſhall beare the ſame 4rmesas the expreſlic notes and teſtimonies 
ofſuch their ſeyerall juriſdictions, though they be extracted from Aliens, 
or forraine Families. For ſo neither is the Eagle the peculiar Armes of the 
houſe of 4«/tria, nor the Lions of the Family of Plantagener, nor the flowers 


dc Lus of the houſe of Yaloys, And thele Armes or Enſfignes may no wan 


elſe beare, or yet marke his goods withall, unleſſe it be that in token of 
loyalty he will ſet upthe Kings 4rmesin his houſe, and place his owne arm:s 
underneath. And there are certaine Enſignes of dignity and office whicheyery 
man having the ſame 4zgmty or oe may lawlully beare as the Enfeenes of 
a Proconſu#li,the Enſignes of a Biſhop. Andthele are peculiar ro thoſe onely 
that have the exerciſing of ſuch 4rgnity or office,if any other ſhall uſurpe the 
bearing or uſe of them, he incurreth the crime of forgery. Private Armes 
are ſuch as are proper to Private perſons, whether they be numbred in ranke 
ofthegreater Nobility,as Dukes, Marquiſes, Earles,Yiſconnts and Barons, ha- 
ving no Soveraigne or abſoJute power - or ofthe leſſer Nob:lity or Gentry, 
K nights, E (quires and Gentlemes ; neither yetare they Enfignes of any ordi- 
nary dignity, bur peculiar to their family,and may be infinitely transferred 
to their poſterity. 
For Armes or eArmoriall tokens pertaining to ſome particular Family ; 
doc 
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doe deſcend to every peculiar perſon extracted from the ſame AM5naiion, 
whether they be heires totheir Farber or Grandfather, or not. Sometimes 
the Bearers of theſe doe fo greatly multiply, as that they arc conſtrained 
for diſtinion ſake, toannex ſome appoſition over and above their pater- 
nall Coatcto them deſcended for d fenting the perſons. Quod bicitwms eff, 
ſicut nomini addere prenomen,which they may nolefie lawfully doc, thanto 
addea Chriſtian name to a Surname; to diſtinguiſh ewo Children iſſued from 
one parent.

1Mheſe .{rmes are ſometimes compoſed of naturall things, as of ſome 
kinde of Celcftiall bedtes,uiz. of the Sunne, Moent, Starres, Fc. Sometimes 
- of foure footed Beaſts, or of Birds,or of Serpents, or of Fiſhes, or ſome 0- 
ther Rept:les, orelſe of ſome kinde of Yegerables, as Trees, Shrubs, Flowers, 
Fruits, Leaves c. Orelle of ome ſolide things, as Caſtes,Towers, Mown. 
raines, rc. Or of things pertaining to Arts Liberall, or trades Mechanical, 
&& Sometimesagaine they are compad of none of theſe, but doc conlift 
onely of the yariations of imple Colours, counterchanged by occafionot 
tran(verſe,perpendicular,or whatſover other Line uſed in Coate- Armour, 
whether the ſame beSrrerght,Grooked, Banehed,#c.W herby paſſing through 
the Eſcocheon,cither traverſe, oblique or dire, the colours becometranimu- 
red, orcounterchanged ; of all which T ſhall have occaſtonto ſpeake here- 
afcer intheir particular places.

Princes, and their Generals and chicfe Commandersin the field upon Mare quity of Armes 


tiallmen, whoſe valorous merits ever.in juſtice) required due recompence 
of honour anſwerable unto their worthy as, the remembrance whereof 
could not better be preſerved and derived unto poſtcrity, than by theſe kinds 
of honourable rewards. The firſt we reade of, that made this uſe of them 
was Alexander the great, being mooved thereunto by the perſwafion of 4ri- 
ſtotle his Schoolemaſter : who having obſerved his magnificent minde in re- 
warding his Souldiers to the full of their deſerts, did at length prevailc 
with him ſo much, as that he cauſed him to turne the Current of his bounty 
another way, and to recompence his Souldiers with theſe markes, or tokens 
of honour z which he beſtowed on them as hereditary reſtimonies of their 
glorious merics. In later Ages Charles the fourth the Emperonrs,gave Armes 
alſo unto learned men, and fuch as had performed any memorable 
C 2 ſervice 
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ſervice,or excellent worke, therefore Barcholws, being a moſt expert man 
inthe Liwes, and one of the Councell of rhe (:id Charles the tourth, recei- 
ved in reward for his Armes from the ſaid Emperour, this Coatc-Armoer, 
viz. Or, Lion rampant his taile forked, Gules, which afterward deſcended 
ſucceſſively to his children and poſterity. Bur Ba7tho/zs (though he werea 
moſt ſingular and perfeR Civilran) becauſe he was unexperienced in Mar- 
tiall diſcipline, durſt not at firſt aſſumethe bearing of thoſe 2rmes : But 
afterwards upon berter adviſe he barethem, knowing how unfit it was to 
refuſe a reward given by ſo potentan Emperour. And this was a noble in- 
ſKitution of Charles the fourth, that nor onely the $killfull profcflors ot the 
Civill lawes, butthelearned proficients, andthe judicious ſtudents, in 0- 
ther Arts and Protcſſions, might receive remuneration for their vertues, 
Hones enim alit Artes, omneſqat 'incenduntur ad ſtudia gloria. CAbr. Fra, 
4. 76. And without all douvt there is great reaſonthat CArmes ſhuuld bee 
diſtributed unto men, renowned for their 'icarning and wiſdome, who

The examples of theſe two Great Potentares before mentioned inremu- 
nerativg their well meriting Souldiers, faithtull ſervants and vertuous and 
learned ſubjects, with the ſe S7gmes, or Symbols called armes, the one, w12. 
Alexander the Great, for ſervice done in warres ; The other,namely Charles 
the fonrth, for politicke mannaging of Civill affaires by learning and wif. 
dome at home, have been knminated by Civers Emperors, Kings,and Princes, 
of ſucceeding apes, uſing therein the miniſtcry ofrhe Office of Heralds ; as 


 ſubordina e officers thercunto appointed and authorized, reſerving alwayes 


tothemſelvesthe ſupreme Ivriſditionof judging and remunerating perſons 
according to their deſerts; but uſing the niiniſtery of the Heralds, as for 
ſundry other uſes of great importance ina Srate, ſo atſo for the inventing and 
deviling of congruent tokens of honour, anſwerable ro rhe merits of thoſe 
that ſhall receive the ſame : to doe which although there is a power ſeeming 
abſolute, committed to them by the Soveraigne ; yer the ſame is reſtrained 
into a power ordinary,which isto deviſe with diſcretion 4rmes, correſpon- 
dent tothe deſert of the perſon, that ſhall be rhought worthy to havetheſe 
honourable badgrs or tokens of honour beſtowed upon him.

This Colour hath his Denomination, of a 
certaine Fiſh called iv Latine Psypara, a kinde of ſhell-fiſh, whereofintimes

And in ireland ſuch 
Traitorsas are convided by the Actsand Ordinances of the high Court of

As 
inallthcir offices, Lordſhips,Caftles, Mannors, and inall their hereditaments 
whatſoever: Morcoverthatthey fhall ſuſtaine corruption of their blood and 
family, and both himſelte and his poſterity are( by force of ſuch conviction 
and ludgement) diſabled to demand, reccive or recover of any man by de- 
ſcent from any of their Anceſtors, cither lineall, or collarerall z ncicher are 
the Children of perſons ſo convicted, permitted to makethcir Pedrgree,orto 
gcrive themſelves from tuch Parents. 

Finally, if ſuch an one were inveſted with any bonourable dignity, the 
Lawes adjudge not only his Coat- 4rmozr to be razed, and his Shield reverſed, 
bur alſo his ſpeare trunked, his ſpurre; hewen from his heeles, his horſe docked, 
his ſword to be broken upon his helmet, his Creſt d1v1ded, his Statucs pulled 
dcwne, his blood corrupted, and his body todeath, (niſe ſpeciali Regus reſcripts 
intervenerit gratia,without the Kings ſpeciall pardon) his Familyat an cnd, his 
poſſ: ſions taken away, (and tor a greater terrour) given to ſome other Fami- 
ly, whoſe profitable ſervice to the King and 5:tate may better deſerve it. So 
loathſome is this offence to Nob:/;ty, that thee cannot ſuffer the CHarkes of 
him that hath offended in ſo higha degree, to poſſeſle any place with her En- 
ſiznes; but that the ſame ſhall be without all reverence detaced, and ſpurned 
into ſome baſe place : ſo that by ſuch his degradatioy, he receiveth farre grea»

For this cauſe, Lines muſt be duly conſidered, and eſpe- 
cially thcir p» operties : inſpeaking whereof, I muſt crave pardon of Euclydes 
Artifs, if I tracenotintheir ſteps and definit;0ms, but uſe ſuch acſcriptions as 
ſhall be fitteſt for our practiſe.

greateſt Antiquity,and is moſt conſonant ro reaſon, thatthe ſtemme thereof 
ſhould be much longer than the crofſe part, by how much ic was requiſite 
that the ſame was to be deepely fixed inthe ground:So then if we ſhall com- 
parethis ancient bearing, with that ot mode rne times, we ſhall find thisto be 
naturall;and that adulterate. 


Croſſes doe receive manifold varicties of Denomination, according to the Divers dene- 


mulrt:plicity of their diffcrent ſhapes, and variable properties of lines wherco 
they are formed. 

The bearing ofthe croſſe, is the expreſſe note or badge of a Chriſtian that 
he beare the ſame according to the preſcript rule and will of his Lord and 


. Maſter. For as Barth.ſaith, Inſignia ad voluntatem Domini ſunt portanda , & 


non alias, 

All Croſſes may fignifie unto us tribulations and afflitions, which (how 
burthenſome ſocverthey may ſeeme tothe fleth) yetis there much comfore 
to be tound in them, to thoſe that make a right uſe ofthem, and doe under- 
gacthe burthen of them cheerctully, and withour recalcitration. For iti3 
the property of Worldlingsthat have beene danidled (as I may (ay ) in for- 
tunes lappe, and pampered with worldly delights to forget both God and 
them(ſclves,and intheir fulnefle to ſpurne and kicke upthe heele 5 According 
ro that ſaying of Moſes in his Song that hee made a little before his Death , 
Bus hee that ſhould beve beene uprigbt,when be waxed fat, ſharnedwith bis heele; 
He was fat, hewas groſſe,he was laden with fatneſſe, therefexe he forſooke God 
that made bim,and regarded uot the ftrong God of his Salvation; Deut,z0«15. 

Sithence then our Lord and Maſter (tor our ſakes) did willingly take upon 
him this grievous,and almoſt unſupportable burthen, why ſhould we then, 
that would be counted his prof; fled Souldiers and Servants (hrinke thereart ;

others to exprefle the rage of Devils, as appeareth /ob 8. Others have 
charge of preſervation of Kingdomes, and to keepe under the rage of Ty- 
rants, as is manifeſt Daxiel 20..Some have charge of ſome particular 
Church, others of _4poitles and Paſtowr,and others of private perſons, Pſal. 
91. And all oft thetn are by Scripture ſaid to be £M iniſtring Spirits, 

Otrhis diverſitic of functions, and ſeverall adminiſtrations, ir is thought 
(becauſe ſome of theſe offices are of higher imployment chan otizers arc)thac 
ſome of them are ſitnply called Angels, tome Archangels, ſome Yertues, ſouic 
D ominations, as Saint Hieromeexprc lly ſheweth. 

Anu albeit theſe heave ly Spirits bein their owne natwe void of all corps- 
reall or materjall ſubſtance, yet is it certaine, when ir pleaſed God fo to im- 
ploy them, they had afſumpted bodies for the time, rothe end they might 
the more effecu'lly accompliſh the ſervicethat God had injoyned them, 
Such bodies had the three eAxgels that appeared to Abraham, Gene. 18. 
Such bodies alſo had the two Angels that came unto Lot, Geneſ. 19, And as 
God gave them bodies for thattime, ſo cid hegive them alſo the faculties 
anſwerable to ſuch bodies : viz.to walke, talke, eate, drinke, and ſuch like. 
Theſe bodies and bodily facul ies were given them, to theend they might 
more familiarly converſe and diſcourſe with the godly, tro whom they 
werc ſent, andthe better performe the charge injoyned them, inſomuch as 
they did unfainedly eate and drinke, as Zanchine noteth ; whereby they did

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By this invention did he labour ro manifcſt untous, that there is no ſhield 
more powerfull to reſiſt the vehement and violent affaults of adverſe fortune; 
thanfor a man to be furniſhed throughout with the compleat Armor of car- 
dinall vertues, ſo ſhall he be fitted and prepared ro ſuftaine whatſoever brunr, 
or forcible encounter ſhall aſſaile him. 

If wee ſhall compare this $h1ield of Achilties, thus garniſhed and furniſhed 
with manifold varieties of things, both Celeſtiall and Terreſtriall, with thole 
Coatc-Armours that conſiſt of Lyoxs, Griffons, Eagles, and fuch other Ani- , 
mals, or ravenous creatures; we ſhall fin: that to be more availeable rochaſe 
away and foile all paſſionate perturbations ot the minde, occafſloned by the 
concurrence of ſome ſudden and unexpected danger, than any,or all ot theſe 
together can be : by how muchthat compriſeth a mixture ot calamities and 
comforts together. For as the Globe ot the earth doth repreſent unto us the 
dreadfull and diſmall dangers that attend our mortall ſtate, by reaſon of the 
manifold mutabiliry of things $#h/#nar, tothe daunting ( oftentimes) otthe 
moſt valiant : fo pains 4 the Celeſtiall formes doe repreſentunto us an 
Antidote or preſervative againſt all dangerouseventsand accidents, when 
we call to mind that thoſe Celeſtial] powers, or rather Gods power inthem, 

iS able to divert or mitigateina moment all harmefull events and dangers 
whatſoever, be they never ſodeadly. For theſe Celeſtiall bodies are Gods 
mighty and ſtrong Armie, wherewith he oftentimes difcomfiteth and ſubdu- 
eth his enemies, and ſuch as ſeeke the ſpoiie and deſtruction of hischoſen 
people; As we may fee 1ndz.

There is 
nothing that doth ſo ſafely protec a man againſt the damage of adverſe For-

Emblemes, Hieroglyphicks,& Enſignes of noble Families, inaſmuch asthe 
doc inſtruc our eyes unto vertue,they cannot be defaced or blemithed wit 
out great wickednes: The reaſonthereot doth Farneſiws give iatheſe word 
Unmwuirtutumimeoinbu tautum debemus, quantum mutuprecept :ribus : $1 ll

Thoſethings are ſaid to be moved without labour, whichare moved with- 
out any intermiſſion or reſt,or any appetite or defire ofreſt: ſuch is the moti- 
on of the Heavens, becaule they are Circular or round: inthe C:rc#lar moti- 
on there is no reſt atall. 

That the world is Orbiculay or round it is manifeſt by the infallible teſtimo« 
ny ofthe Prophet David, Pſa. 89. The Heavens are thime,the earth alſo thine, 
thow haſt laidthe fouxaation of the round world, and all they that dwell therein, 
Pſat.24.1.The 0rbicular forme that we oblerve tobe in Celeſtial/bodies is to 
them naturall,but Accidentall to the Elements. According to that laying, Fi- 
gura Spherica in C eleftibus eſſentialiter, in Elements vero accidentaliter, eA- 
riſt.

A Star( which is next to be.conſidfed after the Heavens)isa permanent and 
conſtant Eſſence,& the more condenſat or compacted part of the Sphere,wherin 
itis fxed, forthe 1/[uminating of inferior bedics:tor albeit it be an uſual ditin- 
con,cthat of Stars [omeare fixed, & ſome arc Planetary or wanaring,yet they 
are indeed all fixed alike,and {erled in one certaine part of the Sphere, but inree 
; of our eye,and in reference of thcir motions one of another,they havea 

ivers aſpect,and ſo have gottena divers name. [t is holdenthat the fixedStars 
are diſcerned by their ſparkling or twinckling, by reaſonthatour fight being 
bound as it were by the torcibleneſlc of their reſplendent raies, oureyesdoe 
become wavering andtrembling in beholding them;and for this cauſe ought 
all Starresto be made with theix rates or points waved,as in exainple,

The moſt part of all the 3rarzes are as it were publiſhers and proclaimers 
to admoniſh us what we ought to doe incach ſeaſon concerning the things 
ſerving for the uſe of this preſent lite. 

Starres are Gods Inſtruments whereby he worketh the effeds of his pro- 
vidence inthefe inferiour bodies ; 1nſtrumenta autem ntitur Artifex pro ſho 
Arbitrio, 4n Artificer wſeth h4 Toole at his pleaſure and to ſerve hu wil, In vane 
thertore are the predictions of them that rake upon them to forctell ofthings 
contingent, andthart ſhall come to paſſe in future time, and will contidently 
aſtirme what good or evill fortune ſhall betalla min: A thing that is onely 
knowne to the ſecret wi.] of God, and reſteth in his divine providence to dil- 
poſe thereof at his good pleaſure.

alike, or after one manner. Now othersthere are which ſhine atrer a divers 
ſort : ſuch arethe Moone, and Comets, which we call Blazing Starres, Nei- 
ther are we ignorant,thatin proper ſpeech,and truth of P41/oſophie,Comets arc 
not Stars, bur Mcteors:yertthe / »lgar opinion, and the reccived zame and ſhape 
uſcdin Heraldrie, may warrant mefor thus ranking them amongſt the Stars.

Foraſmuch as I am now to treate of veztable Animales, and of their 
particular kindes; | muſt excuſe my ſelte in two things before I enter into 
the Exemplitying of them - The one, that there is no cauſe that any man 
ſhould expe at my hands anexpreſſe demonſtration of each particular ſpe- 
cics of them : And that | ſhould runne through and difplay their manifold 
and almoſt innumerable kinds. for that would be a tedious travell and ( be. 
fides ) an infinite and unneceſfary charge and colt, and withall farre wide 
from the proje&t of my prefixed purpoſe. The other thing (and the ſame 
more pertinent to that I doe intend ) is, That in handling of vegetables and 
Sexſitives. I purpoſe oncly to diſtribute their ſeverallrankes of Diſtribution, 
according to their Order to them preſcribed by Nature, which to exprefieis 
my chietcſt drift,and the principall ſcope that I doe aime art. 

Ofthe perfect ſort of Creatures there are many kinds, whereof ſome arc of 
more perfe&tionand more worthy than others, according to their more Cx« 
cellent kinde of life, or worthineſle of foule. 

Of thele the lefle perfect ſort of bates were firſt created ; and then ſuch 


53 wereof more perfection. Plantrare more worthy than Metals, and wo 
wmimals 
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nimals ot more reckoning than Plants 2 theretore were theſe firſt created, 
and thoſe afrerwards. 

Of Animals wherewith God did adorne the Aire, the Waters and the 
Earth, therearc divers kinds, whercot-ſome were more wor:hy than others ; 
in the Creation of theſe did God obſerve the ſame order. 

Betweene the Creation of Plants and An:mals, it pleaſed God in his un- 
ſearchable wiſedome, to interpoſe the Creation of the Srerres wherewith 
he beautified the Heavens, hedid it tothis end ; rogive us to underſtand, 
that albeit the Sunre with his light and motion together with the St4r7es doe 
concurrc inthe gencratiow of Plants and Ammals, nevertheleſſe their genera- 
tion is not ro be attributed fimply to the inflvexceand power of theſe Celeſti- 
at bodits ; but onely tothe Omrpotency of God, inaſmuch as by his power- 
full Word he commanded the Earth toproduce all ſorts of Plants andtheir 
fruits, before the $14rres were created, 

From the moſt fertile and pleaſant Gardey of Eden, unto the moſt bar- 
renand deſolate Wilderneſſe, may weſce and behold the great and wonder- 
full Workes of God, and take occation toextoll his Omnipotency, Wile- 
domeand Mercy. As we may obſerve, Eſ.ay 41.* 9. 1well ſet in the wilder. 
neſſe the Cedar the Shittah tree, andthe cMyrre tree,andthe Pine tree; and will 

ſet inthe Wilderneſſe the Firre tree, the Elme, and the Box together, Therefore 
let them ſee and knew, and let them conſider andunderitand together, that the 
hand of the Lord hath done thu, and that the Holy one of Iſrael hath created it, 
Yerſe 20. Hence we may gather that there is noobje ſo meane that pre- 
ſenteth it ſelfe to our view, but will miniſter fome juſt occaſion to glorifie 
God, 

Men areaccuſtomed to attribute the propagationof theſe, cicher to the 
influence of nature, or tothe travell and induſtry of man ; but theſe were pro- 
duced before any other of like kinde could be found upon the face ot the 
Earth, whereof it might be imagined they might receive being 3 tor as yet 
there had never fallen any rasre to fruftife the Earth, whereby it mighc 

roduce greene herbs, nor as yet was cHaxcreated, that might manure and 
till che ground tor that purpoſe : therefore neither were they produced na- 
turally, orot their owe accord, nor yet by rhe Art, Skill, or induſtry of 
Mar, but by the immediate Word and commandement of God. 

1 hereaſon that moved 449ſeste give an inſtance of Plants and herbes, how 
that they were produced by the vertue and power of Gods Word onely, and 
not naturally, or by the skill and induſtry of man; neither yet of 4»imals, 
nor of any other of the infinite number of things Created, ( Geneſis i. 11.) 
was this, becauſe the generation of Plants and Herbes might be much more 
doubred of, than the originall of other things. | 

Of the firft ſpringing of Trees in the Creation Moſes faith, Er orrminare 
fecerat 1chova Elohime terra omuem arborem concapiſcibilem, ideſt, y ſu, bo- 
aim ad eſcam ; which words doe comprehend all the deſireable qualities of | 
frutte trees: forinthem we expect that their fruits ſhould be cither delight- 
tull ro the Eye, or that they ſhould be fit for food and wholeſome, and that 
they bealſo fragrant and ſweet ſmelling - For the fruits of Trees, the better 
they be, the more 9doriferow they are, 

That the Trees wherewith Paradiſe was planted, had all theſe qualities, 
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it is manifeſt by the words of Moſes in that he fairh, Concupiſcibi lem ad vi- 
ſum, + bonam ad eſcam : whereby we gather that the fighr 1s delighted wich

- . things beautifull and glorious, the ſmel! with ſweet and pleaſant ſavours, and 


the palate with things of ſweet and p/raſant tafte. And none of theſe are 
inthemſelves evill; tor ſuch was the conſtitution of 1 4a» before he tranſ- 
greffed, that he might havedclighted himfelfe inthem all withour offence; 
and rothat end did God create them, that he (t.ould uſe them with thank{- 
iving. | 

, aſe deſcribeth unto ustwo principall qualities of the Garden of Pa- 
radiſe, whereby he laieth before us the pleaſantneſle of the fituarion thereof, 
and alſothe bcauty andfertility ofthe foile : The firſt ot theſe qualities was 
that it was repleniſhed with all ſorts of Trees, not onely moſt pleaſant and 
delightfull to the £ye, but aH{o moſt plcaſant to the 2ajtez for that they 
produced the beſt and ſweereſt fruits. The other qualitie was, that the 
whole circumference of the Gardenot Paradiſe was ſurrounded and invi- 
roned with a R:ver, being diſtributed into foure heads, which did highly 
beaurific the ſame, and made it moſt pleaſant to the view. 

In this deſcription Moſes maketh mention of two Tree of ſpeciall qua- 
litics, that were planted inthe middeſt of Paradiſe : The one named the Tree 


* Cf life, the other the Tree of Knowledge of good and evill. 


The firſt ot theſe hada vivificant power init ſelfe, the fruit whereof was 
ordained to this end; That being catenit would enablea Man neverto feele 
ſickneſlc, feeblenefle, old Age, or Death : but ſhould evermorE continue in 
the ſame ſtare of ſtrength and agilitic of body : This wasthe efficacy and 
power that was giventothis Tree, whereof it was never yet deprived. T here- 
fore was this quality after a fort naturallrhereunto. 

For this caufe was there a Cherub ſer at the entrance of Paradsſe, to 
Leepe ont ſuch as would enterthe ſame, and eatcof the truit of the Tree of 
life ;rbat he ſhould not alwayes live that kirde of lite. 

How behovefull che knowledge of the yertues and operations of Trees, 
Plants, Herbes and other vegetables are, for the extolling and manifeſting 
the Ommpotency, Wiſedome, Mercy, loving favour and farherly provi- 
dence of our moft gracious God towarcs finfull ear is, inthart hee hath 
created forthe bchoofe and uſe of man, as well touching his neceſſary faod 
and raiment,as for recreation and delight;we may evidently perceive by $.4- 
lomons induſtrious inveſtigation of the vertuesand operations of all ſorts of 
vegetable tor(beſides other his admirable qualities wherewith he was rich. 
ly enducd) he had ſurpaſſing knowledge inthe vertues, operations and qua- 
litics of 4. rbes and other vegetables. infomuchas he was able to reaſon, diſ- 
courſe and diſpute, not oncl. of Beaits, Fowles, creeping things and fiſhes, but 
of Trees alſo and Plaxts, from the © edar in Lebanon, t9 the Hyſſope that prin- 
geth out ofthe Wall, thatis, from the higheſt and tallcſt tree to the ſmalleft 
ſhrub and loweſt herbe. Thus we ſcethe knowledge and $kill in naturall 
Philoſophyro be holden in great eſtimation inall Ages, in{omtich as it hath 
beene reckoned aſtudy well befitting ;he dignity of a King, yea of Salowon 
who was the wiſcſt Xing that ever was, and a Type of our Saviour Chrits.

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Concerning the tres of Trees, God inthe beginning gave unto Mar a free 
ſcope to uſe them withom reſtrainr, onely the truit of 4 Tree of K nowledge 
of 700d and evill excepted, whereof he was prohibited the cating upon painc 
c0 dye the Death whenſoever hee ſhould taſte thereof. Inthis prohibition 
God would, that he ſhould nat ſo much reſpeR the fr«:te ot the Tree, as the 
Severaigne autberit of him that forbade the eating thercof, yea, this chiefel y 
and principally firſt, and ſecondly, the fruite becaule at the inderdiQtion. 

The cnd for which Geddid prohibute «4dam the Faying of the truite of the 
Tree of K nowledge of good and exuill, was,that notwithſtarding God had given 
him a Severaigne juriſdiction on carth, yet was he not ſoabſolute a gover- 
nour and commander, but that he had a Lord Paramonnt to whole heſts hee 
was ſimply and with all reverence to obey, and that he ſhould know that 
God his Creator was above him, whoſe wil! ſhould be unto him the Rule of 
all Iuſtice, and whereumto he ſhould conforme all his ations, counſels, and 
cogitations; that hee ſh »uld evermore have anawtull cye unto him, and 
alwayes hope inhim, glorifie, feare, reverence, and love him.

That which is ſpoken of divers kindes of /nſed?a, that rhere is no bloud to 
be found in them, itis tobe underſtood to be meant of truc perfect and na- 
rurall 5/0+d, but of necefſitie they muſt have in ſtead thereot ſome kinde of 
humour in them, that hath the qualitie of 6/0zd, v1z. har is both hot and 
moiſt as atoreſaid, elſe canthey notlive. 

Concerning Animalsingenerall, itis not to be doubtcd but thar all ſorts 
of them, aſwell thoſe ot ſavage and ravenous kinde, as thole of dome ftrcall 
and labouring kinde, as alſo venemous Serpents, of themſclves and of their 
owne nature, were themſelves good, and might be good ro others and 
profirable tor mans uſe; foraſmuch as it is ſaid, i v1idis Elohim quod be- 
#um ; But in that they are now become noiſome, and painctull ro man, thar 
Is per Accidens; forthis is occaſioned by ny andtranſgreſſtion of a1ay, 
whereby all things became accurſed for his fake. 

The utilitic or benefit that commeth to Man by theſe Terreſftriall Animals 
is twofold ; the one, pertaining to the body, the other, to the Soul, The 
corporall benefit that commeth to man by them, who knoweth not? For 
daily experience ſhewethus how beneficiall the uſe of Horſes, Oxcn, Kync, 
Calves,Shcepe, and other ſorts of Beaſt and catrle ofall ſorts, are for the ſer- 
vice of Man: whercofſome ſerve us for foode, ſome tor ray ment, ſome tor 
carriage, ſome for tillage, and other {or civers other uſes. Ot this uſe of 
them Moſes ſaith, That God hath [ubjeeted all things to man,0Omnia ſubjeciſti 


ſub pedibuws £ju5, &c, And made him Ruler over the Fiſhes of the Sea, the 


Foulesof the Ayre,and the Beaſts of the Land : wherevy he giverh us toun- 
derſtand, that all ſorts of © »:mals were created for the diversuſes of man, 
and each onc.of them ordained to a ſeverall end. Bur their ſpirnuall uſe is 
farre more noble andexcellent, by how much the foule ſurpafſerhthe body 
indignitic and worthineſſe, 

And their uſe confiſteth not alone in this, that by the conſideration of 


them we areledto the knowledge of God, and of his wiſedome, power and 
goodnefle ( forthis uſe hath all things elſe that are created ) as ap

Romans 1. and elſewhere: But alſo that in theſe Animals God hath propoſed 


tous ſuch notableexamples of imitation, in refpe of vices tobe eſchewed ;

Like as naturall philoſophy confiſtethin other things, ſodoth it chicfely 
inthe knowledge of Animals, viz. in the underſtanding of their wiſedome, 
natures and properties, which knowledge hath beene approved by God 
himſelfe from the beginning, and not onely approved but alſo ordained, and 
givento eAdam ; for Hoſes ſaith, God brought thele Animals unto Adans 
rothe end that he ſhould adviſedly view and conſider them, To the endthat 
Adam ſhould give them names anſwerable to their ſhapes, natures, propor- 
tion, and qualities. And that the impoſition of theſe names ſhould not be ca- 
ſually or at adventure ( for God abhorreth all diſorder and confuſion ) bur 
deliberately and according to reaſon: Soasevery thing might be aptly diſtin. 
guiſhed from other, by their particular names,and according to their ſeverall 
natures and diſpoſitions : And that for our benefit ; That we hearing their 
names. and underſtanding their fignifications may be led tothe underſtan. 
ding of thcir naturall properties, for which Fty-0/0g ze, ortruc interpretation 
and derivation of words is very behoovefull and of great ule. 

The Parts containedare Humours and Spirits, whereof onely the fir is uſed 
in Coate-armours, wherein arc repreſented ſometimes Drop: of b/owd, and 
ſometimes Teares, which both are naturally Humors contained, thoughin Ar- 
mory they arc ſuppoſed no longer to be contained, bur thed forth.

Andit was called Paludamentum, quiaex eo gefbans 
tale veſtimentum palam fiebat omnibus. Such was the Coat-armour of Alex- 
ander that he left in Elymas in the country of Per/rz, whereot mention is 
made wheteit is ſaid, Now when King oa rntiochms travelled through the high 1 Macca. 16,1; 
Cour treys, he heard that Elymats inthe countrey of Verſtawas 4 Citie greatly re- 
nouned fir riches, ſilver and gold. And that there was in it avery rich Temple, 
wherein were coverings of Gold,Coatearmours and hayneſſe, which Alexander, 
King of M acedonia the ſon of Philip that rargned firſt in Grecia,had left there, of Alexander. 

For proofe that E mperours uſed to weare Coate-armours, it ſhall be to good 
purpolc to producethe verball teſtimony of Bayfiws;/peaking inthelc words,

Otall creatures apt to generation and corruption An/mals are moſt wor- 
thy. All Beaſts haye a naturall, and greedy defire tor the ſupply of their 
wants, inſomuch as for the attaining thereof,they doe rore, bellow, bray, and 
c1y out exceedingly, 

All zeazts of Savageand harmefull kinde, are natarally armed with ſome 
thing whcrewith they may burta Man, for. which they are reckoned dan- 
gerous and to be ſhunned. As the Boare, with Tuskes, the Lyon with Tallons, 
the Stazge with Horves, the Serpent with Poyſon, &c, 

Notwithſtanding'thatthe Bearing of things properly; whether vegetable or 1\.e, 
ſenſitive )is ſpecially commended, yet muſt notſuch peculiar commendation 
be extended to derogate from the dignitic of other #earin75, asit they were 
of nocſteeme, inregard they be not borne properrhy: tor thereareas good 
anc honourable intendments in thele as in them, data paritate geſtartium, if 
they beas axcicent as the former; and their Bearer; of equall eſtate and digniticy a chicke rez 
which 1s not the leaſt reſpect that muſt be holden in theeſtceme of Coate- [pct 
Armour, Luia Arma nobilitatem ſamunt a perſona geſtantss : Armes are honou- 
red by the Bearers, And ſometimes the variation from the propertie may be of 
purpoſe to prevent ſome othep» qnality, which may be no lefſe honov- 
rable than the proper.

And albeit thar 
oa $I H8 theſe Egge-breeding foure foored Animals doe conlift of 
the ſame bodily parts that the Yivipera, or Animall-producing doe, and of 
the fourc hamors that areaniwerablc in quality tothe foure Elements, and 
have all parts as well internall as externall ſenſes, and many other things 
whereinthey doe communicate with the vivipara; yer arethere many other 
things whercin they differ not only from theſc, bur alſo even amongſt them- 
ſelves one from another of them. For neither doe we finde intheſe thar 
quickneſſe of witthat we obſerve in others, ncither like parts of ſtrengek of 
Body that the other have. | 

Like as 94» (eſpecially in his foule) approcheth neere unto God in lilge- 
neſſe; ſo, inlike manner doe other Animals reſemble max, wherein they doc 
participate with man in likeneſſeafrer ſome ſort, bur in diverſe degrees, for- 
aſmuch as ſome of them have moreand ſome leſle likeneſle with us than 0+ 
thers have. 

Therc isnot (faith Beda) amongſt the Vniverſall workes of nature, any 
one thing ſo little, or of ſo baſecſteeme, wherein a mari cannot finde ſome 
divide thing worthy of admiration. No lefle (faith Farneſime) may wead- 
mire the force of a ſilly Flea, than the hugeneſle and ſtrength of an Zle- 

hant, 

: Not without reaſon doth the H#5band man prognofticatethe approach of 
ſome great ſhower of Raine by the croaking of Fregges,more trequent than 
uſually, whereupon he ſaith, that they doecry for Raine. For this obſerya- 
tion is grounded upon a Phyſical reaſon, Omneenim fimile gander ſuo ſcmili, 
OF ſue natare utili ac conrvenienti, Every like s delighted with hu like, and 
with that which is commodiousand agreeable to his nature; Sithencethen 
that Frogges arc exceedingly delighted with water, as with that which beſt 
agreeth with their nature, therefore whenthey doe apprehend a fore-ſenſe 
of Raine, rhey doe rejoyce, anddoe teſtife their joy by ſinging after their 
manner. 

Animals of baſe cſteeme, and of no induſtry have (for the moſt part) 
not onely foure but manifold Feete: whereby we are admoniſhed thar per- 
verſe andevill diſpoſed perſons have multiplicities of gy reſpect that 
by the motion of the Feere our bodies are perduced from place to place; fo 
doe our affeions transferre us from. one delight to another, according to 
that ſay ing, Pes mews, affetins mens, eo feror, omm__ feror.

Tronzhes, yea eveninto King Pharaohs Chamber and upon his Bed: Moreo- 
ver it God hath vouchſafed to give to the Graſbopper, the Canker-worme, the 
Catterpifler and the Palmer- worme,the honorable title of his huge great Ar. 
my, why ſhould we prize them at ſo lowa rate as thatwe ſhould difdaine to 
beare them in Coate. Armour ? Sithence Gad ſaith by the Prophet 4oel, 
I wil! render you the yeeres which the Graſhopper hath eaten, the Canker- 
worme, and the Catterpiller, and the Palmer-worme; my great Wft which I 
ſent among you. 

K is therefore to be obſerved, that they alſo have their ations not to bee 
omitted in B/az 97, albeitnot in that variable manner, nor yet ſo copious as 
ſome others, And becauſe they are farre different from rhoſc formerly 
handled, not onely in ſbape butalto inthe manner of their lving, in thei 
2ateand adiops, therefore muſt they receive a diverſe manner of Blazor. 
They are called in Latine KReprilia, or Creeping things; Qmareptant ſuper ter- 
ram, and hete we mult diſtinguiſh berweeve thoſe things, que reptanr, which 
Creepe, as Frogs, Ants, &c; andthoſe gaz ſerpent, which gliae, as Snakes, 
which latter kinde we ſhall ſpeake of afterward. |

Bara in his booke intituled, Les Blazone: dez Armories, giveth an example 
of two Lizards, erected one againſt another (aSit they were Combatand) and 
termeththem Rampazd, a terme very unfitly applyed to Reptiles, ro whom 
the termes of mountine, leaping, or skippingare much more proper. Tothis 
head muſt be reduced, Crocoayles, Salamanders, Camelions, Ewtes, Lizards, 
and whatſoever other egge-bearing Reptile having onely foure fteete, asto 
their naturall and proper place. 1 here reſteth yet one other ſort of this 


 kinde of Reptiles, which are diverſly ſhaped from all the former,and are cal- 


led in Latinc 1nſeda animalia, becauſe that being divided in their body be- 
eweene their head and belly, their parts doc ſeeme ſo divided as ifthey hanged 
onely together by ſmall ſtrings; having no fleſb, b1e0d, ſinewes, &c. And there 
arealſo1»ſea which flye, but here we ſpeake onely of Terreſtrials, leaving

Admirable doubrleſſe is the Omnipotency of God in theſe his creatures ;

mur, &c. We doe not admire Goas power in heaven only and inthe earth,the Sun, 
Elephants, Camels, Oxen, Boares, Lyons, &Cc. but alſo in hu ſmalleſt creatures ; 
the Ant, Flea, Flyer, and ſmall Worme ana others of like kinde, whoſe bedjes or 
ſhapes are better knowne unto ws than their names. 

So much werethe Iſraelites afſotted in /del:try, as that they eſteemed 
| beaſts for Gods, asappeareth Wrſedome 12,24 For they went aſtray farre in 
the wayes of errour,and eftecmed the Breaſts which their enemies deſpiſed for $045, 
being abuſed after the manner of children,that have no underſtanding. 

So long is any Animll or living creature ſaid rohave life,as he hath breath Breathing a 
2nd the exerciſe thereof.

The Freldis, Gules, an Adder Nowed, Or, by the 
name of Nathiley. There is a naturall C4 ntpathie be- 
twixt Man and Serpents of all kinds; in which Lite- 
rall (enſe, that was verified which Godpromiſed that 


the Serpents, though a Spirituall Enmity betwixt Chriſt 
and the Lewill (that old Serpent ) was principally fore- 
told. The Serpent is very Prudent and S»b1ill, either 
to Hart other, or to ſave himſelfe; but his cſpeciall 
carc is to defend his #cad,knowing that part tobethe 


_ Prixcipall, and withall the weakeſt, This here enfolded, may ſeemeto be 


one of the Lockes, of that Monitrous Dame, Mednſa, every Haire of whoſe 


Head, was ſaid tobea Snake : and indeede Albertms ſaith, that the Haireof 


Women, rakenat ſome ſeaſons and laid in Dung, will become very Y cnemoms 
Serpents ; which ſome haye ſuppoſed to betall that Sexe, for the ancient fa- 
miliarity it had at firſt with that accurſed Serpent. 

To the foure- footed Egge-breeding Animals doe the Serpents come very 
nigh, asalſo other Reptiles, For all Serperts have bloud, fleſh, ſfinewes, and 
other like parts as fozure- footed {nimals have, although not in that perfection 
that they have them. They arc indowed alſo with head, noſtrils, eyes, 
tongue, teeth, and with lights and ſpleene, and other inward parts and bow- 
_ ofthe body, but much difcrepant from the members and bowels of all 
others. 

Notwithſtanding that Serpents are farre unequall ro feure-footed Ani- 
mals both in ſhape and ſtrength ; yet willthey not give place to many of 
them for ſharpeneſle of wit, Ir is a creature full of ſubtilty, as Moſes teſti- 
fieth, Gen. 3. nd the \erpent was more ſubtile than any wh: of the field; for 
beſides his exteriorſenſes, he is crafty and ſubrile in preſerving his life, in 
making choiſc of his larking dennes, inacquiring his toode, in hatching up 
his brood, in expelling from him and pntting off hisold fowzh. So that 
for good cauſe did our Saviour exhort us ( in goodneſſe )to imitate the wiſe- 
dome of the Serpexr,

The Bearing of the Synaile doth ſignifie that much deli- 
beration muſt be nſed in matters of 2reat difficulty and 
1mportance: tor albeitthe Snaile goeth moſt /owly, yet 
intime, by her confancie inher courſe, ſheaſcendeth 
thetop of the higheſt Tower, as the worthy and learned Gentleman «A aſter 
Carew of © Antony, hath wittily moralzedin his Poem intituled, the H crrings 
zaile, tis alſo tabled, that when the $»arle and the Hare were togoc a journey 
for a wager, the Jare confident of his footwanſbip, reſolved to take a nap by 
the way ; the Snaile knowing he had nothing torruſt ro, bur his indefatigable 
perſeverance cameto his wayes end b: fore the Hare could awake. But a worſe 
thing in the S»«:les going is this, that whereſoever he goeth, he leaveth ſuch 
markes and lines, that a man may as eaſily rracke him,asa young theefe that is 
not yet perfect in his trade. And thus by little and little have wee alſo with 
the Snale ended one part of our journey concerning CA nimals Terreſtriall, or 
which live uponthe Earth: and becauſe wee have yet much way to travell, 
we wlil now take wings, and will mount up wi:h ſuch Creatures as live above 
the Earth.

Otherwiſe ſuch TLrmorie ſhall 
be (aid to be falſe, becauſe Ars imitarur naturam in quantum poteſt; Art as 
much as poſcible it can, doth imitate Natare. All Birds are muſtered underthe 
name of Fowles as undertheir Genw or General, and ſo may ſeeme (after a 
ſort ) tobe one. Nevertheleſle, in their Speczes, or ſeveral kinds they differ 
much touching their particular qualities : for ſome of them are ſimple, 
ſome others ſubri/l, ſome ſel:tarie, ſome ſociable, fome melodiows, ſome 
articulate, ſome docible, ſore doltiſh and indocible, (ome of long continuance, 
and ſome onely of a few moneths laſting. Zeigh ſaith, that Bryds in an E/. 
cocheon (hall be numbred unto Terre, and ifthey exccede that number, then 
they ſhall be ſaid robe ſans ramber, and ſhall be ſo B/azoped: but ſhaſſanews

Furthermore, God hath made inthe braines of man certaine concavities or 
hollow: cfles, and thoſe hath hee repleniſhed with vizall pirits, without 
which the i»tcrror ſenſes could not conſiſt : and theſe ſpirits doththe ſoule 
uſe to underſtand by, and to the pertormance of other ations which ſhee 
produceth in the head.

And afterthe Did#atorſhip, the e- 
ſtate ofan Zmperosy held the third place ainferiour to both the other Here- 
of we have a manifeſt proofe, inthat the Senate and people of Rowie minding 
to give unto OfFavianihe Emperour (being a man well deſerving of them ) 
ſome advancemettt or increaſe of honour and dignity,they purpoſed to make 
him Di#atenr,which he(reverently bowing bis knee) refuldd,Fottha he re- 
puted the fame a Dignitie more ambitious, and of greatereſteeme;and with- 


all more ſubjected to ſpite and envy. Eſteeming the Title of the - Zmperonr 


to be popular and of ſmall accompr, in compariſon of the eminency of a 
Diitatorſhip. We may cafily perceive by this that 1#{#w Ceſar (that time he 
was Dit#ator) did affe toaſpire to the dignitic of a Xing; for which cauſe 
he was ſlaine, foraſmuch as the Citizens could not endure that he ſhould ex- 
erciſe Royall a#thority over them : but well could they ſuffer him to uſe the 
power ofa Di&atoxr as a juri{diion of lefle eſteeme. Leonard. Arctini Epi- 
ftolar, Lib.

Therecan bee but ove Xizg, at onetime, in a Kealme, whoſe power muſt 
be abſolute, for the better managing of the eſtate and affaires thereof ;

whereuponthey are called in Latine, Ares, ab arcendo, of keeping the Ene- 
ny a loofe or repulſing and foyling him. And doe ſerve rather for aplace 
of retreite for the timorous to lurke in, than tor the valorous to performe any 
noble teate of Marriall activity in : according to Petrarch where he ſai h, 
Arces ſcto non receptacala fortium, ſed tmmertium efſe latibla, The greateſt va- 
Jouris ſhewed in aperi9 Marte, inthe Champian held; thereforethe moſt va- 
liant and reſolute Generals and Commanders, have evermore reckoned it a 
chicte aonour to grapple with the Enemy handto hand, and doe reckon 
ole victories moſt honourable, tharare atchieved with moſt prodigall effu- 
fion of blood; as witneſſeth the ſame Author, ſaying, Militia niſt iargo ſan- 
guine magniſque periculis boneſtetur, non militia, ſed militaris ignavie nomen 
tenet, non Regum modojuaicio, ſed unlgi. Caſtles and Towers have Hoy ma- 
ny times very pernitious unto ſuch as have repoſed truſt in their ſafety. For 
there have beene many that living out of Caſtles or Towers, lived ſecurely 
and free from danger, who attrerwards taking ſtomacke to them upon a con- 
ceived ſafery in their ſtrength, becagge turbulent, and berooke them to their 
bolds, and have finally periſhed inthem. And ſotheir adventurous temerity 
have beene there chaftiſed or rather ſubdued, where it tooke beginning.

15, Sometimes 
for Teſtimonies of Covenants, asthit which was creed by Taco tor a me- 
mortall betweene him and Laban, Gen.31. 44, 45. Sometimes for Monu- 
ments to extoll the yalour, worth and merits ot well deſerving men, as thoſe 
that were decrecd by the Senate and people of Kometo men offpecialldeſerc 
and approved vertue.

By things A11litary, | underſtand all ſuch as doe pertaine tothe uſe and exer- 
ciſe of 47artiall Diſciplize and Service : whereot ſome doe ſerve for 0rder, 
ſome for Execution of Order. Of the firſt kinde are thoſe things whichare 
for direftionin Marchings, t ncampings, eAriſings, Aſanults, Retraits, orc, 
and ſuch arethe Banrer-Royall,the Standard,Gnidon, Penon,Cornet,g7c. For 
albeitir be truc,that, Leges ſilcnt inter Arma, Lawes cannot be heard amongſt 
claſhing of Weapons; yet without certaine Lewes of Diſcipline and 0rder,it 
is impoſſible for any Martiall Attempt to be ſucceſſefull. And therefore this 

i» reckoned 2s Hanmbals higheſt glory, that being Captaine of an Armie con- 

liſting of men of ſo ſundry Nations and Conditions, he notwithſtanding kepe 

themall under quiet Diſcipline: the want whereof hath commonly beene 
the cauſe, whenany great defigne hath proved unproſperous. 

Thevaliant Z:ſcs, being ſtarke blinde, yet fitring in the middeſt of his 
«Armie, whilesthey were inany pitched Field with the Enemies, gave ſuch 
direions upon all occaſions, as that his Armie was ever YVittoriow. And 
Ceſar was inthis kinde ſo fortunare, that he fought fifty pirched Fields with 
honour; wherein he alone ſurpaſſed the yalourous Marcus Marcellus, who 
is ſayd to have beene forty times ſave one inte Freld, And requiſiteis itin 
matters of ſo high nature, as are decided by warres, an exquiſite care both 
in 4ireti77 and obeying, ſhould be obſerved, becaulc it hath often happened, 
that 
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fhall they pitch, 
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thag the negle or miſtaking of ſome one [mall c:7camffance hath becenethe 
overthrow of whole Armies, and all the States thereon depending. 

And f{ithence wee are abouttotreate of ſuch 4 r11ficrals asare in uſe a- 
m m<n ot »:/itary profeſſion, I hold it not impertinent to d.ſcourſe a 
lictle of Hs/itary lawes ; and ſome obſervations concerning B =ttels and Ar- 
mics, beginning with ſuch wi{tary lawes and diſcipline as were dil gd ro the 
Iſraelites,in the beginning of the ſecond moneth of the ſecond yeare, after their 
comming out of /Agypt. 

The all powertull and moſt provident God and wiſe diſpoſer of all things; 
having made ſpeciall choice of a people {cle&id our of all the Nations ot the 
world for his owne peculiar fervice, and mining to exerciſe them under 
many afflitions to prove what was intheir hearts, (ro the end they might 
have a fecling ſenſe of his Almighty preſence, and ready deliverance at all 
ſcaſons, out ofall their calamities, that ſo he might humble them and make 
them meet for him(elte} he did nor preſently lead them into the Land of pro. 
miſe,ſo ſoone as he had brought them out of the e£gyprians ſervitude;burled 
them ro and fro inthe Wilderneſſe by the ſpace of forty yeares, keeping them 
in continuall exerciſe, to prove their faith and to bring them our ot liking 
with this World, and to Jcarnethemto depend wholly upon his divine pro.

thepublice profeſſion of the name of a Soutdier, nor yet his lofry comme: 
nance or change of habit forthwith make a man a Souldier, ir is a matter of 
greater conſequence,and of nolefle ſecrecy; fora Souldier is ro be confident 
inthar he undertaketh, and to wage battell wittan aſſured hope of viRtory, 
and co retire himſelte and his torces (if the neceſſitie of the cauſe fo require) 
without teare of reproachor danger. For as the common proverbe faith, 4 
more valowrous man a he that wiſely flicth,than he that foohſb'y expoſeth himſelf 
to advertare and hazard, Periti enim bellatorss eft nom minm ſcire fugiendiartem, 
quam pugnandi; forit isa matter of no great difhicultic to draw men onto 
tight, but if rhe Capcaine in his providence whilſt they be in ation, ſhall dif. 
cover fome uncxpeCcteddiſadvanrage or damage that may befall him and his 
band, and can wiſely retire himſelte with honour and with ſafety of his ſoul- 
diers, he ſhea cth himſclfe both valourous in his cncounter, and wiſe in his 
rctreite, 

The greateſt victories have not beene gotten by handy- ſtrokes alwayes, 
bur many times for ſategard of the effuſion of bloud, cither the one part, or 
the other cCeviſed ſome witty unexpected ſodaine policic or fratagemme, to 
attonith the adverſe part;zhar fothey might ſuddenly flaughterthcm, or put 
them toſhamefull flight. Large is the field of Stratagems which every Com- 
mander hath by particular invention z neither hath chere beene more vico- 
rics or trophees gained by any one meanesthan by theſe Stratagems. What - 
ſocver commeth beyond expectation maketh a diſturbance or amazement ini 
the Enemy : butit muſt be wrought with this caution, that it be no diſtur- 

bance toour ſelves. Fe 

Neither is every {light invention fitto be put in praQtice, but ſuch onely 
as have torefight and circumſpeRion annexed to them. He muſt be 4r- 
2a thatis a Generall or chiete Comwander, he muſt be eyed, behind, before, 
in his head in his feet ; and then ſhall allthings be caſily diſpoſed according 
to Order, and take good effect, when orderly diſtribution, and providence, 
and premeditation, have made way thereto. | | 

Iris not the lengtit of a mans age, orthe number of yeares, that yeeldeth 
the 4rt or Still ot managing Military aff tires, but a continuall mediration, 
how he may encounter all occurrents and putthem in exerciſe and praiſe : 
for if a man receiveneverſo many ſtipends, yet istheuncxerciſed man ftill 
\ but a frcſbwatey Souldier notwithſtanding. 

There were informer Ages two ſorts of diſmiſſion, or diſcharge from

Hereupon is that law grounded, #04 capti b:llo vittorious ſabſerviant not 
for that the Conquerors are alwayes the better men, but in regard that in 
themthe ſignes and tokens of vertueand valo.r arc more apparent than in 
thoſe that arc ſubdued, 

Law military, Itisajuſt dominion or ſuperiority, and agreeable to the order of Nature, 
thatthe more powerfull ſhould predominate over the weaker 'ort. And the 
lawes doe ſeeme to approve the ſame, Cum wvelint vickum captum in bells 
wittors [ervum fieri. 

Itisa Law of perpetuity (ſaita Zenophen) obſcrved amongſt men, that 
whena owe or Citie, that held out the 4 ſſailarts, is ſurpriſed, whatſoe- 
veris found therein 1s due tothem that tooke the ſame, aſwell the perſons as 

their 
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cheir whole ſubſtance, whoſe opinion herein Ariſtotle tolloweth Pole, 40. 
And Saint Ambroſe, lb. 1. de Patriarch. writeth, that the prey of the King of 
Sodome was in like fort inthe power of A4braamthat conquered him. 

This cuſtome hath beenealſo obſerved, that to aske leave to bury the 
llaine in therime of open hoſtility, and whilſt menare in Armes inthe field, 
or departthe F:c1d atrer battell isa kind of yeelding of vidtory : forit bee 
ſcemeth not them that wanne the Batrell to ſeeke any thing of the enemy 
by way of intreaty. Like as allo the unwillingnefle to joyne battell, and 
protraRion or delay of batrell was raken for a ycelding of viory. 

And now we will beginne with examples of bearing ſuch things in Coate- 
Armour, whereby Martial Diſcipline and Order, which we have now diſ- 
contſed of, arc preſerved; whereof ſome are for ſhew, other for ſound.

Touching the wariety of Shields or defenſible weapons and theiruſes, we 
read that the Romane Capraines or Leaders, had their {52ht harneſſed Souldi- 
ers on foot, armed onely with Swordand Target, and were called Rorar!j ; 
whoſe office was with a light skirmiſh to give the firſt onſet on the etiemy, 
toſec if they could force them to remove their firſt Station, and ſo make way 
for the Hor ſemen, ſicut Ros ante gein, as the Dew or moiſt goeth before the froft: 
Alex.gen. dierum, lib. 6.947.369. 

This ſort of Soxldiers were highly rewarded of Kings, in regard oftheit 
bold adventure in bearing, the firſt brunt of the battell. Of theſe ſome were 
called Pe/tati, becauſe they were Armed with a kinde of $hield or Target like 
to a halfe movne ; ſome Cetrati, forthat they were armed with light Tarzers 
or Backlers aſter the Spaniſh or TAfricke faſhion. 

Caius Marius did prohibite his Souldiers the bearing of (lceight and {mal} 
Targets, in regard of their unſerviceable uſe. | 

After that Romn/as had madea league with 7 atiu won, of the Savines, the 
Romanes laying aſide the Grecian Shield ( wiich formerly they uſed) affu. 
med the Sabine ;hield; and Romalus did interchange Armours with the 34- 
bines, and continued the uſe ofthem. Ir is athing that hath beene of ſome 
men holden for aninfallible obſervation, that all Nations doe change (it not 
the forme of M artiall diſcipline) their military weapons at the leaſt, once in 
the ſpace of in hundred yeares upon ſome one occaſion or other. 

Among the Germans it was holden a thing ſo ignominious for a manto loſe 
his Shieldin fight, 2s nothing could be more reproachfull ; Infomuch as he 
that was fonnd culpable therein, was excluded from all ſacred rites, and 
common Conncels; yea, ſo odious was it holden amongſt them, as that ma-' 
ny ( having eſcaped the bartc}l)were branded with this publike infamy, and 
bcing unable ro ſuſtaine ſo great reproach have banged themſelves. 

Amongſt the Romazes it was in ule oftentimesto lay their children new 
borne in Shield inſtead of Cradlesz becauſethey held it a preſage of future 
fortitude and yalour inthe Chi/4: So we read that Hercules, whoexceeded 
all other of that Agc in fortitude was rocked in a Shield, 4

Like as the Shield ſerved in the battell for a defence and ſafegard of the 
Body of Souldiers againſt blowes and wounds; even ſo intime of peace, 
the ſame being hanged up, it did ſhield and defend the owner againſt the ma- 
levolent dctractions of the envious ſort, who doe labour to deprave mens 
beſt actions, they themſelves never endeavouring any that were laudable; 
whereby they doeverific inthemſelves that moſt true, and no lefle appro- 
ved ſaying of Lip/ius, Liver 65 invidia bonorum operum ſunt impedimenta, aut 
venena : tor ifthey cannot hinder them from paſſing,they will labourto cor- 
rodethem with their venemous teeth of detraction after they be paſſed, Be- 
ſides theſe Sbields which we call Armes ſuſpence,. doe ( withall) not onely 
poſſeſſe, but alſo beautific the roome with a m/irarie Ornament : wherein 
each mansparticular Armesare expreſſed at this day, and the Helmets and 
Creſts, conſiſting of Crownes, hornes, and wings of towles affixed upon 
them, are placed above the Shields.

The 
head ſoarmed is ſecurely fortified againſt invafions,and prepared for anſwe- 
ring of all queſtions : It well firterh martiall men to dilcourſe and ſing of 
barrells and viRories,' of armour, horſes, and mi{13ary exerciles, as the Ro. 
mays were accuſtomed torelate, and fing of vittories,and the memorable 
exploits of worthy warriours, according to that ſaying,

antines, all of Braſſe, their Baſfſenets or Sculles, ſpeares and ſwords, like 
thoſe in uſe with fooremen. Such was the force of theſe Cataphratti milites 
(or as we callthem,men monnted upon Barded Horſes )as that they wereable.

Seuldjers brought them home to their houles where they hanged them up 
upon ſome Pole or Tree called Gentilitia arbor, for amonument of the en- 


creaſe of G /ery that they had atchieved to the family by their yalour. The 
like cuſtome (ſaith Wolf. Laz.)doe we not onely read of in Thecydides : bur 
my-elfe have ſeene and obſerved repreſented in _{ncient Coines,an Oake ha- 
vine the limmes cut off, and upon the ſnagges thercof were hanged a Ger» 
air cloake made of Badgers skinnes (or {uch other like ) called Lacerss Ger- 
manice, two Shields, a Barbaria pipe and a Germaine Enfigne.

Ofthe p rſt ſort, are the Helmet, Mantle, Eſcronle, Wreath, Crowne,Cap,&c: camblen.tvly, 
And foraſmuch, as with us the Nobles are divided into Nobiles majores, as de Ordinions 
Dukes, Marqueſſes, Earles, Ficownts, Barons and Bannerets: and into Nobiles © <2 
minores, as Knights, Eſquires, and ordinary Gentlemen: and thatto theſe 
particular degrees, there are allotted ſundry formes of Helmets, whereby 
their ſeverall ſtates arE diſcerned : I will exemplife their divers faſhions, be- 
ginning with the 1»feriour ſor}, (for that is the progrefle proper to degrees of 
feps)and ſoaſcend tothe higheſt; asincxample. 


This forme of Helmet, placed ſidelong and cloſe, doth Ecquire or 
Ger. Leigh attribute to the dignity of a X night, but in Peniemans 
mine underſtanding, it fitteth better thecalling of an ; 

. Eſquire, whom we doe call in Latine Scutifer, and Ho- 
moadarma. Of theſe, each X night, (intime paſt) had 
- two to attend him in the Warres, whitherſocver he conver. 
_ "went, who bare his Helmet and Shield before him; for- 3ri:. 
aſmuch asthey did hold certaine Lands of him in Sc#- 
zage, as the Knight did hold of the King by Allitary 
ſervice, Andthey were called, Scatiferi (ſaith the lear. 
ned Clarencenx) a emo ferends; ut olim ſcutarij Romans ditti, qui vl 4 Cly- 
peis gemtilitics, ques in nobilitatis Inſignia geſtabant, vel quia Principiopm &f 
Majoribus ilis Nobilibus ab Armis erant, nomen traxernnt. 
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This kinde of ſervice is exceeding ancient, as we may fee of C4bimeltch, 
of whom it is ſaid, Quare inclamins celeriter pueram CA rmigerum ealxit 0; 
Stringe gladium tum & morts rae mit, ne dicant de me, multer intcrfecir me; 
Alfo r Sam.17. it isſaid, Et qui Schtam ferebat, antecedebat eas; And alittle 
afrer, Verſe 41. Viroillo, qui ferebat ſeutum precedente eo, Sithence'rt:en the 
office of theſc-E/quires or Pages, as ſome doe name them, was te.precede 
their Commander upon whom they attended, bearing rttioſe his 46{rary 
habiliments, it fitteth well the reſpeQive care that they ought to; have for 
the execution of his direRions, oftentimes with a regardtull Ze, and at- 
rentive Eare, to obſerve and liſten what 'he will-preſcribe them: andtherc- 
fore the He/mer, borne thus fidelong, ( if I crre not in my underſtanding ) 
doth denote unto us attention and obedience, and therefore is property 
attribured ro the dignity of a Knight, ro whom ( amonig thoſe that wee 
call Nobiles minores) itpertaincth in Hartiiall affaires, to give and not 
attend directions. 


This forme of Helmet (in my conceit) doth beſt 
quadrate withthe dignity of a Knight, though Leigh 
impropcrly uſeth the ſame; the ſame,(I ſay) in regard 
of the direc? ſtanding thereof, bur diverſe inthis, that 
the Beaver of that is c/oſe, and this open. For he aſhg- 
neth this tothe degree of an Eſquire: whereinlI alto- 
gether diſlent, aſwell for that the full-faced Helmer 
doth {ignifie diredion or command, like as the former 
preſenteth attention and obedience, as alſo fot thart it is 

agreater honour to beate the Beaver open than cloſes 
the cloſet bearing ſignifying a buckling on of it, asa preparition to the Bartel, 
and the open Beaver berokeneth 2 returne frombattcll with glory of Vidtory.

The word Gardeviſure, corruptly imprinted Gardeinſare,isa Frenchterme, 
deviſed for the more apert expreſſing of the uſe theteof, foraſmuch as they 
doe ſerve for the ſafegard and delence of the face; for ſo may we lawfully 
invent wordsin caſe we want apt tearmes toexpreſſe the nature and uſe of 
things, as Lipſis well noteth, ſaying, Datur venia novitati verborum rerum 
obſcuritatibas inſerviemts. 

Moreover there are many more things in the world, thani there are names 

for them; according tothe ſaying of the Philoſopher, nomina ſunt finita, res 
autem infinite, idco unum nomen plura ſizmficat; which ſaying is by acertaine,

This kinde of Helmet is Fropey to perſons exerciſing This Helmet 
Soveraigne power overtheir Subjects, and Inferiours, oo mnt 
as Emperours, Monarchs, Kings, Princes and Dukes, and fark Scores, 
ſuch as doe by an abſolute 1#r:1ſd;&:0n, manage the 
governement of free flutes or Countriet, And a Date 
(according ro Lergh) 18 the loweſt that may bcare his 
Heimet on this faſhion. As the firſt and third fort of 
Helmets betore exprefſed doe fignifie attention and 
obſexyaxce (for the reaſons tormerly delivered)ia their 

pe ſeverall degrees: ſo contrariwiſe the ſecond and this 
fourth ſort intheirs, doe beroken authority, direction and command, for ſo 
doe all Soveraiznes, aSalſoall Generals, ( aptaines, and Commanders, in Mar- 
tial iff tires, and Magiſtrates and Governeurs inthe managing of!

Kings being upon Earth Lievetcnants ofthe All. powerfull G O D of 
Heaven, no underſtanding man will doubt, but that, as God is the fountaine 
frem which, and the end uato which af ſptrituali graces doc flow, and tend; 
ſoalſo the Xing isthe higheſt Spring and: beſtower of all earrhly wobleneſſe, 
and bis eſtate ikewiſe is the principall thing, for upholding whereof the 
Powers, Hopewrs, and Endevours of alltruly Noble, are tobeimployed, and 
(it need be ) al{o hazarded. | 

T he chicks attributes of God are, his Power, wiſedome, goodneſſe; in all 
which che nearer any King commeth to the imitation of that prime 7dea, 
the more truely doth hedeſerve thar glorious name, and exprefſe the noble 
nature of a King, Which all Countries (in part) have ſhewed by the ſeverall 
Titles givento their Severagues : moſt Nations calling them, Reges, for 
government, which cannot be as it ſhould be, without the ſaid three Regall 
properties; and the $«xexs (our anceſtors) call them Kings, of Cynning a 
word ſignifying both cu»xz»g or wiſedome,and allo Power, whereby all Kings 
can doe much morethan good Kings will doc. 

The beginning of Kingly power was from the firſt created man, who 
was made anab(ſo ute ( buttatherly) Sewveraigne overall ; and the neceſſity 
of ſuch a Chiefe, was ſo greateven in the eyc of Natwre, that as there are no 
flocks or heards of beaſts but have one leader of their owne kinde, fo there 
is no Nat/oz ſo brutiſh or barbarous, but have found the neceflity and uſe of 
having a King over them,to rule them and adminiſter juſtice to them, which 


isthe prime office of a King : and that ſuch hath alwayecs beene the office of

Touching the greatueſſe of the Kings of this 1/and and precedence be- 
_ other Kings, theſe are two maine reaſons - Firſt, that the Xings of 
this Lend Laciws was the firſt Chriſtian K rng of the world,as alfo Conſtantive 
the firſt Emperour, publikely planting Chreftianity. Secondly, for that of all 
K ings Chriflian the King of Br/taine is the moſt (and indeed onely ) abſolute 
Monarch, he being no way ſubordinate to any Potentate, Spirituall or Tempo- 
ral, in cauſes either Ecclefiafticall or Civifl, as other Kings are, through 
their owne default. 

Moreover the King of Englandis both Anointed, as noother King is, 
but onely the French, of Sicilic, and of Iersſalem: and he is alſo crowned, 
which honour the K:ngs of Spaine, Portugall, Arragon, Navarre, and many 
other Frinceshave not. God grant that as-our Country hath beene bleſſed 
with prerogatives above all other Kingdomes, and with the bleſſing both of 
all car. .ly fe/icitzes and heavenly graces, beyond [any other, and with more 

puiſſant, viRorious, learned, religious Kings than all the people whar. 

ſoever (as the world (ceth atthis day) ſo we may goe beyond all 
Nations inthankefulneſſe to ſo mercifull a God, and indu- 
rifulnefſe to ſo gracious a Soverargne;whole Crowne 
letir flouriſh on his'Royal/ head and on his Pe. 
fterities till the beavers leave to move, 
and 7Zjme be no more.
